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Yearbook Theory: Part | (2010) 


Some 36 years ago, the editor of the 1974 Epitome, Goodloe Suttler, wrote a 
three-part manifesto he titled “Yearbook Theory.” The ensuing verbiage was 
Suttler’s proverbial middle finger to all things aesthetically linked to the Lehigh's 
tightly orchestrated, archetypically collegiate gothic veneer. That is to say, he 
embodied the spirit of a generation's divergence from a topically dissatistactory 
status-quo. Racism, sexism and the occasional homophobia plagued Lehigh in the 
same vein as any other university of the epoch — the same issues we fervently 
debate today in lecture halls and classrooms, dining halls and dorm rooms. 


Suttler also expressed a dissatisfaction with what he felt was a comprehensively 
synthetic yearbook — the yearbook of the 1940s, 1950s and to some degree 
1960s. From cover to cover, the 1974 text is a cohesive array of dark, 
well-orchestrated photos shot of life from the perspective of the contemporary 
student. The cover — a black matte material with simple white Caslon text in the 
lower right corner stating “The 1974 Epitome” is the exclusive décor; inevitably, this 
allowed the work Suttler’s team procured — in image, in word and in tempo — to 
stand out. | personally consider it to be among the most beautiful Epitomes ever 
crafted. 


In stark contrast to this are the Epitomes of 1917, 1935 and 1957. These texts are 
richly illustrated, carefully crafted narratives; despite Suttler’s objection to the 
presentation as lacking a serrated textual and visual edge, the books capture the 
haleyon Lehigh that many returning alums long for. The ivy-covered, gold-leated 
Lehigh that many of us visualize through view-books and tour materials had their 
source in these books; each was a flawless encapsulation of their respective year. 


Even within the last 24 years — close to the time of our birth, Class of 2010 — we 
have witnessed a significant aesthetic leap. Leating through the 1986 Epitome, 
“Fresh Perspectives, we see yet another period entombment of life at Lehigh, 
complete with hot pink sunglasses, lime green track shorts and tortoise-shell glasses 
that put "Dynasty" to shame. 


After all, isn't that what a yearbook is supposed to be? The challenge of 
producing a holistically complete yearbook — one that looks, reads and feels like life 
circa your senior year — is a task far more daunting than | or my staff could've ever 
imagined. | agree unconditionally with Suttler’s statement that: 


“There are alot Isic] of garbage yearbooks churned out each year and there's 
nothing really wrong with garbage; flies dig it and many a good man has lead Isic] 
an honorable career at the toting of said refuge [sic]. But the only reason a book is 
garbage is because the staff and/or editor has not made an emotional commitment 
to the project... Want to be a little kid again or at least simulate it pretty well? 
Use every screen and duotone offered by the publisher with every special effect 
thrown in on top. And rest assured that somewhere, be it at the plant or in a 
remote dorm, somewhere someone is laughing at you, or worse, sitting in a grim 
silence at what a total abortion sits in his lap. The potential of the publisher is 
awesome: even though it is obvious that all the combinations of special effects could 
not be exhausted some staffs are of such a subtle comprehension that they try, 
while also managing to wreck their precious book. Aesthetics are the reasons, not 
techniques.” 


We stand at the dawn of a new decade. 2010 is the new 1990, since 2000 
was so overtaken by the media's nonsensical thrusting of a potential Armageddon]. 
| don't recall the aesthetic of 2000-2009, and | likely will not be able to recreate 
it with due diligence for another five or ten years. After all, in 1999, the ‘9O's 
didn't have a “look” yet, did they? Now, we associate that decade — the time of 
our preeminent naissance — with Bill Clinton's indiscretions and Seinfeld. 


| made a covenant with my staff at the onset of this adventure that we would not 
produce a view-book. That's Admissions’ job. We produce yearbooks, and be it 
bold, brash, lewd or boring, it is our job to capture the year from the perspective of 
the student who lived it. This perspective cannot come from one student alone; in 
our case, it comes from more than 45. To be a part of the Epitome is to learn, 
hate, then embrace the publications process we undertake. We don't build 
yearbooks like other schools because we don't give creative control in any large 
part to our entry level staffers — rather, we send them out and ask that they report 
on topics pertinent to their section that interest them. Any staffer, regardless of 
section assignment, is welcome to write a feature — my thinking is, if they care 
enough to want to write a story, the story won't suck. This typically holds true. 


The experience of being a part of the Epitome and making the most of one's time 
here means doing a damn good job at what you're asked to do, then offering to 
go above and beyond. Maybe 5-10% of staffers actually do this; they become our 
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section editors. From there, rising stars tend to bubble up and enter the edit board, 
This is done selectively by the previous year's editors, who play God and assign or 
shift staffers amongst sections. Its a huge operation, and while we're not all nearly 
as cozy as I'd prefer (I still don't know everyone's namel, it works. Some staffers 
quit; others really get into the game. The advantage is that the ones who sleep, 
eat and dream about making the yearbook are most offen the ones who are 
charged with creating it. 


2010 was a watershed year for Lehigh. Sure, nothing too out of the ordinary 
happened, either local or nationally, but enough has happened in the course of any 
graduate's time here that it's worth reflection. Since most of us arrived here, a 
casino has arrived in Bethlehem. This is ironic to us seniors, as one of our first 
impressions of Lehigh came from a national news story concerning one of the 
graduates of the class right before our freshmen year robbing a bank to finance his 
gambling addiction. We keep it classy, here. Broughal School's 1917 building was 
torn down to make way for a giant orange generic “eco-friendly” learning 
compound located smack-dab in front of Brodhead House, whose residents aren't 
amused in the slightest. STEPs arose on our field in front of Maginnes, eliminating 
one of the last sunny open fields on campus and replacing it with an environmentally 
friendly building with a grass roof. The grass doesn't do us a whole lot of good 
when we can't actually use it. 


We finally got to use renovated Linderman, and it’s stunning. Even the 
much-derided coffee house in the basement gets heavy foot traffic, and the tides of 
popular opinion have turned in its favor. The only problem with Linderman's 
atmosphere is that it looks really nice on campus tours, and thus students in the 
facility are almost daily subjected to a pack of parents with cameras and 
embarrassed teenagers gawking at you trying to finish your fluid mechanics or 
vibrations homework. We were also among the first classes to use Lamberton Hall, 
whose late-night campus diner has become the scene of many an_ interesting 
encounter. 


I'm reminiscing far too much for this installment of Yearbook Theory. Sorry. Bear 
with me, but more importantly, enjoy the book. May it bring you as much joy in 
having, browsing and treasuring it as designing, editing, proofing and printing it has 
for me.

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Jennifer Swann | Biology 


Professor Jennifer Swann received her PhD. in 
reproductive physiology and neurobiology from 
Northwestern University. She has been a faculty 
member at Lehigh University for 15 years in the 
Department of Biological Sciences. She teaches 
classes for both undergraduate and graduate 
students in behavioral neuroscience. She also 
runs a research lab in lacocca Hall, where she 
researches reproductive behavior of Syrian 
hamsters. 


Among her favorite aspects of Lehigh are the 
other faculty and their friendly nature.

Swann said she has friends in departments 
outside the biological sciences, which is

Joseph Yukich | Mathematics 


After 25 years teaching at Lehigh, Professor 
Joseph E. Yukich has become an obvious 
favorite among Lehigh's calculus students due to 
his passionate, enthusiastic and engaging 
teaching style. 


After receiving his B.A. from Oberlin College in 
1978, Joseph Yukich advanced to MIT, where 
he received a PhD. in mathematics in 1983. 

Upon graduation, Yukich moved to France and 
began teaching at the Universite Louis Pasteur 
(Strasbourg) where he conducted research as a 
Fulbright fellow. While in France, he applied 
for a position at Lehigh and subsequently joined 
the faculty in 1985. Professor Yukich has been 
researching and lecturing at Lehigh since 1985, 
with long-term visits to Cornell University as 
well as to universities in Switzerland and 
Australia. He has authored over 65 research 
publications, He has written a monograph 
titled “Probability Theory of Classical Euclidean 
Optimization Problems,” published in 1998, and 
he has been asked to speak in over 100 
international research conferences in 17 
countries. In 1998, Lehigh University awarded 


Yukich one of its highest research awards, the 
Joseph and Eleanor Libsch Research Award. 


Simply from the remarks he has received and 
continues to receive on the popular website, 
ratemyprofessor.com, it is unmistakable how 
highly his students think of him and how grateful 
they are to have had him as their professor. “If 
Yukich taught every class at Lehigh, I'd have a 
40," remarked one of his students. Anyone 
who has taken his Calculus 22 or 23 classes 
would agree that his love for calculus is 
contagious. From the props he brings in to 
further explain a topic to the excerpts from his 
favorite books that he shares with his classes, 
his lectures are not only valuable but they are 
also enjoyable. To many students, he is the best 
teacher they have ever had at Lehigh. In 
2004, Yukich received the Stabler award, one 
of the university's highest teaching awards. His 
passion and enthusiasm for the subject and his 
students provides for the perfect learning 
experience.

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Karen Collins | Accounting 


The stereotypical accountant would say that 
numbers are more interesting than people. 

Karen Collins, an associate professor in the 
Department of Accounting, does not agree. 

Collins worked in public accounting for six years 
but found the people offered more of interest 
than the numbers. This moved her to become 
interested in the behavioral dimensions of 
accounting. “| study people rather than 
financial statements,” she said. 


Being a people person also inspired Collins to 
want to teach others all that she knew about 
the profession. She found herself teaching her 
clients all the time and thought, “If I'm going to 
teach people, | might as well teach a bunch of 
people.” Lehigh offered her the opportunity, 
and she hasn't looked back. Collins likes the 
university for the quality of students who she 
describes as bright. She said she's never been 
disappointed. 


When the Lehigh faculty thought business 


students should have an introductory course to 
the college, they elected Collins to head the 
program. Collins received a fellowship from 
Accenture, and she and her team worked to 
create BUSOOI. At first, students studied 
Chrysler, but they didn't like it and suggested 
Nike instead. Collins heard that creator Phil 
Knight was giving a speech at UNC and asked 
the professor who organized it for a contact. 
When she was refused, she contacted the 
teaching assistant, who released the 
information. Many phone calls lead to the 
development of a relationship with Nike that 
no other university can claim to have. “It was 
pure timing and persistence,” she said. 


Now Collins is working on a book for the 
introductory accounting class, hoping to change 
students’ perceptions. She said many take the 
class and think, “That's all there is?” Outside of 
her work, Collins enjoys hiking in Maui where 
she and her husband own land and hope to 
build. 


James Maskulka | Business 


Professor Jim Maskuka has been teaching at 
Lehigh for 25 years. In that time, he has seen 
the university grow and the business program 
change. He has also been a part of many 
programs that the university has established in 
order to broaden students’ horizons like the 
Lehigh in Belgium program and the Global 
Citizenship program. However, no matter 
what he is doing, one thing has remained 
constant: “| never have a bad day as long as | 
am with Lehigh students.” 


When Professor Maskulka was in’ college he 
didn't have an opportunity to study abroad. “| 
can't remember anyone who studied abroad. 
They maybe traveled, but there weren't any 
programs established,” he said. Therefore, he 
chose to study global marketing so that he 
could travel vicariously through his studies in 
marketing and international business. “! have 
such an interest in new people and cultures, 
which led me to studying how business is 
conducted around the world.” 


When Professor Maskulka began teaching here 
at Lehigh, he wanted to find a way to broaden 
students’ global perspectives. He did just that, 
helping to found the Lehigh in Belgium program. 
This program, which has been running for 20 
years, allows students to get first hand 
marketing and business experience through the 
study of the European Union. Professor 


Maskulka has also been pivotal in both the 
Global Village program and the Global 
Citizenship program. “Helping with global 
programs has defined my career here at 
Lehigh. It has helped me grow personally, as 
well as to share my experiences with faculty 
and students.” 


In addition to working with so many global 


_ programs, Professor Maskulka mainly teaches 


Global Marketing, Integrated Marketing 
Communications and Princioles of Marketing, 
although he has taught other classes throughout 
his extensive teaching experience here. He has 
also been involved in the Marketing Club as a 
faculty advisor on and off for about 10 years. 


In his spare time, Professor Maskulka likes to 
travel. He has been to over 20 countries, 
spanning the globe from almost all of the 
European Union countries to Singapore to India 
to Brazil. He also likes to golf, and he even 
served as an assistant to the varsity golf team. 


“From what | have seen in the past 25 years, 
Lehigh has grown larger, especially the business 
college. We have gained more faculty, 
specifically more foreign-born faculty who are 
able to provide a unique global experience for 
the students," Professor Maskuka — said,

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Keith Gardiner | Mechanical Engineering 


Professor Keith Gardiner, also known as the 
engineering professor with the cool English 
accent, has traveled the world, finding a haven 
in Bethlehem, PA. After hearing his life story, it’s 
hard to imagine why someone with such a 
dynamic and interesting background would 
ever willingly reside in such an uneventtul 
location. It's probably easy to guess his jolly 


good story begins in the UK. 


As a full time employee at IBM, Gardiner was 
sent to America to work on a temporary 
assignment. Unfortunately, once he arrived in 
Vermont, the program was canceled. Gardiner 
saw the bright side of this mishap and took this 
as an opportunity to get some ski time in.

He was promised a corporate 
position in IBM with an internal education 
program. By this time Gardiner had built up an 
appetite for teaching at universities and was 
attracted to IBM's early retirement program. 
This program enabled him to take on a job as 
a professor at Lehigh University, the school with 
the good bike races, opera and Manhattan 
nearby. 


After the management program he had been 
focusing on through IBM transitioned fully onto 
the internet, Gardiner was spending less time in 
the classroom. Soon after, Gardiner began 
picking up classes and eventually became the 
darling Engineering OOS teacher we have 
today. While he may have stopped riding his 
bicycle for pleasure as much as he once did, his 
garden and his home have never been neater. 


Richard Vinci | Materials Science 


Ask any of the undergrads within the 
Department of Materials Science & 
Engineering and youll be sure to receive a 
unanimous report that Professor Vinci is one of 
the best teachers they've had at Lehigh. To 
illustrate, he is one of the few professors who 
can make thermodynamics fun and interesting. 
He is extremely dedicated inside and outside 
the classroom, and he will spend an endless 
amount of time with his students until they truly 
understand the material He is genuinely 
concerned with the well-being of his students 
and will go above and beyond to ensure that 
they succeed. 


Professor Vinci joined the Lehigh faculty in 1998 
after receiving his BS. from MT. and his PhD.

He chose 
to become a professor so that he could share 
his enthusiasm for materials science with 
students eager to learn; *... working closely with 
students is the best part of my job,” said Vinci. 
He's helped students develop curiosity and a 
love of learning. For example, one of his former 
students recently sent him a caribou leg bone 
that she found on a hike in Alaska; he taught 
about bone mechanics in one of his courses, and 
she thought he could use a better prop for 
class. Not only is Professor Vinci readily 
available for any of his students, but he even 
has students over his house from a particular 
class each year for a pre-finals dinner. 





Professor Vinci is not only a great professor but 
a great person. It is educators like him that 
make Lehigh such an enjoyable place learn and 
grow.

Ranger Challenge 


If you walk around campus, you may notice 
some students walking around in US. Army 
uniforms. Or maybe you are studying in 
Linderman when you see some students 
throwing hand grenades on the UC front 
lawn. Many of us give them funny looks, but 
few of us take the time to find out what these 
students are really doing. The truth is that 
these men and women are part of Lehigh's 
ROTC program and are future officers in the 
United States Army. 


ROTC, or the Reserve Officers Training 
Program, is a leadership program held on 
campuses throughout the country where 
students can train to become officers. This 
entails class, physical training, leadership labs 
and field training exercises. Cadets in this 
program put in a lot of training outside of 
class in order to prepare themselves to be 
commissioned as second lieutenants in the 
Army. 


ROTC in itself is challenging for a college 
student to juggle. Imagine the Army's version 
of varsity sports. The Ranger Challenge 
competition team is just that. Cadets in the 
ROTC program train on top of normal ROTC 
training in order to prepare themselves for a 
yearly competition, held in the middle of 
October with schools from all around the 
northeast. 


The Ranger Challenge competition was held 
on October 16th and 17th of 2009 at Fort 
Indiantown Gap in lebanon County. The 
competition featured nine different events 
including an Army physical fitness test, 
disassembling and reassembling an M-16 
assault rifle, a hand grenade assault course, a 
leader's reaction course, a one-rope bridge 
across a river, a land navigation course and 
written exam and a |O-kilometer foot march 
with heavy packs. There were some brand 
new events this year such as a medical event 
for evaluating a casualty and a sensitive sight 
exploitation course involving memorization. 
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Out of the 23 teams present, Lehigh's team 
placed 7th. According to team captain Erik 
Twombly, ‘O9, “There were a lot of changes 
to the competition this year that were made 
late in training or even on-site. Taking that into 
consideration, | think that we did really well. 
Top IO is nothing to joke about.” 


Ranger Challenge cadets started training at 
the end of August. They trained five mornings 
a week from 5:15-7:00 AM. During this time 
they were put through a variety of grueling 
workouts created and led by Twombly. In 
addition to these morning workouts, the team 
had technical practices every Thursday 
afternoon for three hours. During this time they 
would practice the different events of the 
competition, such as the hand grenade assault 
course or weapons assembly and disassembly. 


. The training that the cadets go through 


prepares them not only for the competition 
but also for their careers as officers. “They 
really learn what it means to push themselves 
and to develop mental and physical toughness 
that they will use as officers,” said Twombly. 
According to junior Andrew Frey, “I can't 
imagine not doing Ranger Challenge. | just 


wouldn't be giving 100% to ROTC if | didn't.” 


This year the team faced quite a bit of 
adversity during their training. “Last year we 
had not a single injury. This year it seemed 
that everyone was either injured or sick at 
some point,” said Twombly. However, the 
team did stick it out through the pain and did 
the best that they could. 


The competition this year was a little bit more 
challenging than previous years, taking into 
consideration that it was rainy and miserable 
the whole weekend. There were also the 
spontaneous changes in the rules that the team 
had to deal with. Overall, the team stayed 
calm and performed well under pressure. “| 
think one of our strengths was mental agility.

All in all, the team did fantastically well. 
According to sophomore Matt Yoshua, “We 
did good considering the conditions, but we 
could have done better considering the talent 
we had. Hopefully we [sic] do better next 
year. I'm looking to win.” 


No matter what place these cadets got, they 
worked hard for more than six weeks of 
grueling training. They learned technical skills, 
improved their physical fitness and gained 
invaluable leadership training.

This year an epidemic hit Lehigh, or at least 
most people thought it did swine flu, or HINI 
as it is officially called, was a top health 
concern for most this past year. Many 
students around campus became overly 
concerned about the risk of catching swine flu, 
even though Lehigh took the necessary 
precautions to prevent the spread of HINI. 
Through health services and the state of 
Pennsylvania, Lehigh was able to provide its 
students with the HIN] vaccine. The vaccine 
was made available free: to any student 
between the ages of 18-24. In addition, many 
precautionary steps were taken, such as a 
web page to inform students about the risks 
of getting sick and any other information they 
felt necessary to relay to students. Lehigh even 
went as far as having professors warn 
students not to bother coming to class if they 
have symptoms or think they have swine flu. 

While many students were frantically worried 


about catching swine flu, it was not as big of 
a deal as the media made it out to be. In 
fact, more people die from the regular 
seasonal flu than from HINI each year. Lehigh 
health services itself only saw 728 students 
with flu-like symptoms this year, which is less 
than 15 percent of the total Lehigh 
undergraduate population. In the end, students 
were more health conscious this past year 
than they had been in years due to the 
prevalence of swine flu in the media. While 
HIN] was the major health issue throughout 
the country this year, it is not nearly as 
dangerous as most thought it was. This year, 
Lehigh did a good job of keeping students 
calm, safe and informed. All that is left now is 
for us to hope that the fear of swine flu 
subsides for the 2010-201] academic year so 
students can stop dwelling over the slight 
possibility of catching the illness.

There were rumors of a casino, The 
implications and possible consequences of 
introducing gambling to such a ellfelnicre! 
community were discussed amongst Lehigh, 
Bethlehem and the greater community. There 
was, however, promise in the concept of 
reviving the vast 126-acre complex of the 
once-great Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
whose ruins have sat vacant behind chain link 
fences since the company was dissolved in 


2003. 



















This year, Las Vegas Sands Corporation has 
brought activity to the riverside complex once 
again. The first phase of the Sands Casino 
Resort Bethlehem opened in May of 2009, 
housing a sea of slot machines and electronic 
table games, as well as Emeril's Chophouse, 
three other restaurants and the Molten and 
Coil bars. 


Additional plans for a hotel, conference and 
convention center and retail spaces were 
stalled by the recession, but as of summer 
2010 construction has ‘resumed. Of equal 
importance to the Sands Corporation and the 
State of Pennsylvania is the introduction of 
[rele Melons 


Where steel members for some of the nation's 
greatest structures were once forged, 
Pennsylvania State lawmakers are now 
shaping laws. In order to meet the state's 
$278 billion budget plan, legislators passed a 
law in January 2010 to legalize table games 
at the casinos statewide. Tables offering 
poker, roulette and blackjack games are 
expected at Sands Casino by summertime. 













Whether the Sands Casino Resort will reignite 
the embers of Bethlehem ond Pennsylvania's 
economy. remains to be seen. The Casino has 
achieved moderate success with slots, but 
even greater revenues are expected with the 
introduction of tables. While slots typically 
bring greater revenues to casinos, the 
table-playing gamblers tend to have deeper 
pockets. Governor Ed Rendell is hoping for 


$320 million from tax revenues and ecasineh 


Lehigh students have contributed to some of 
that revenue. Individuals 2] and older are 
allowed to enter the casino, and gamblers are 
given complimentary drinks during their visit. 
Some students have joined the Sands Players 
Club to receive weekly discounts on entrance 
and earn rewards. Many students have 
brought their parents or significant others to 
dine at Emeril's’ Chophouse. Others have 
gone to play-slots, but they are in agreement 
that tables will greatly increase the Casino's 
likelihood as a destination. 


The coming years anticipate the ripple effect 
of the Sands Casino, which will inevitably 
influence other developments and changes on 
Bethlehem’s South Side as the town's identity 
continues to shift. Hopefully, Sand's colorfully 
illuminated smoke furnaces will now serve as 


an iconic backdrop for Bethlehem'’s new 


economic and cultural identity.

Blizzard Hits Lehigh; Classes Cancelled 


Lehigh students woke up Wednesday to the 
beginning of a blizzard that would last all day 
and cancel classes for the first time since 2002. 


‘Due to adverse weather conditions, Lehigh 
University is closed on Wednesday, Feb. 10," the 
university posted on its Web site early that 
morning. 


The snowstorm extended from Virginia to southern 
New England. 


As of Wednesday night, Lehigh had accumulated 
at least a foot of snow at a rate of two inches 
per hour, according to Accuweather.com. The 
snow was expected to die down by early 
evening. 


According to university police, there was “nothing 
to report and no emergencies. 


Off campus, however, several students reported 
power outages on Birkel Avenue and Pierce 
Street. 


On campus, students were able to access Taylor 
Gym from IO am. to 2 pm, Rathbone and Lower 
UC. for dining, but not the Health and Wellness 


Center. 


In the greater area, Governor Ed Rendell ordered 
the closing of Interstate-78 and Interstate-176 until 
the storm subsides. 


LANTA, the Lehigh Valley's public transportation 
system, shut down all operations, and the Lehigh 
Valley International Airport (LVIA) canceled all 
departures and arrivals, according to their 
respective Web sites. 


Bethlehem Area School District canceled classes 
Wednesday and Thursday. 


Though the snow never ceased to fall, students 
took advantage of their unanticipated day off. 
One student, Tim E. Young ‘lO, organized a 
snowball fight among his closest friends through 
Facebook. 


But soon, the entire school knew about it. 


"Someone decided to send [the invitation] to the 
entire campus, he said. When he arrived to the 
UC. front lawn, he saw at least 50 students. 


‘| always used to have snow days in high school,” 
he said, noting that Lehigh is infamous for never 
canceling classes. 


Joe loguidice, a graduate student, has had his 
share of experiences with snowstorms on South 
Mountain. 


"A couple of times it snowed 8 to 9 inches, but | 
still had class," he said. ‘Professors are really 
reluctant to cancel classes.” 


While some students opted not to brave the 
weather, others bundled up and attempted to 
snowboard or ski down the university's steepest 
slopes. 


One student was not aware at first the university 


had shut down. 


Katie Bartkovitz ‘IO, trekked all the way to Rauch 
Business Center only to find it uncharacteristically 
quiet. 


‘The lights in Rauch were dim, and | thought, 
‘What's going on?” she said. 


A person that passed by told her classes had been 
canceled. 


‘| was pretty upset that | had walked the whole 
way, she said. 


The university did not send out a mass e-mail to 
notify students it was closing for the day.

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On Town/Gown Relations 


Suffice it to say that Lehigh students lock their doors. Not because we're paranoid 
but because it is a valid precaution. We experience safety breaches on a regular 
basis, reminded of this by Chief Ed Shupp's Safety Bulletin e-mails. The insular nature 
of a smaller school and the clear socioeconomic difference between the average 
Lehigh student and the Bethlehem resident has created tension in “town-gown” 
relations. The on- and off-campus homes of Lehigh students are a prime target for 
burglary, and rarely would a local resident enter the home of a student otherwise. 
Sadly, criminal interactions are as far as some town-gown relations extend. This is 
the reality, but it doesn't have to be. 


If not for food or drink, many shops immediately surrounding Lehigh fail to draw 
student patronage. The Godfrey Daniels listening room is known to host some of 
the finest up-and-coming musicians, yet many Lehigh students graduate without 
taking advantage of their proximity to such a gem of a performance venue. Other 
local events usually have a low student showing, yet those who attend are the first 
to remark how great it is to feel participatory in a South Side or Bethlehem affair. 
First Friday, the local monthly celebration of arts, music, and food, turns Bethlehem 
into. a walk-able gallery and shop tour, often with live music and complimentary 
wine samples. This spring's Bethlehem Chili Cook-Off was a daytime food-based 
tour of the South Side and storetronts. 


Perhaps some students are postponing such events until after graduation, knowing 
they have the rest of their lives for galleries and the culinary pleasures of chili, while 
couches on lawns and the golden age of “Party in the USA" are ethereal. Yet an 
occasional outing of off-campus exploration can be restorative and refreshing. 
Between the blur of classes and Solo cups, sometimes these events, simply by 
contrast to on-campus life, become some of college's most memorable occasions. 
Clearly this goal of heightened town-gown interaction rests on a mutual 
appreciation between students and town residents. Increasing the frequency and 
friendliness of interactions between Lehigh students and Bethlehem residents could 
do wonders for the community and, if nothing else, create an aura of safety.

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Lehigh students are organizing the university's first LipDub on Saturday, April 10 
from | p.m. to 4 pm. at various locations around campus in hopes of uniting the 
student body and putting Lehigh on the map - if not YouTube. 


A LipDub is best described as a homemade music video with no separate film 
cuts or outtakes in which students lip sync and show their school spirit. A single 
camera man walks around campus filming student after student, each 
strategically placed and given an opportunity to express his or her originality. 


Boston University performed the largest LipDub in the US. with 125 students 
involved, LipDubs are not just an American fad, they actually originated in 
Germany and are internationally popular with colleges and high schools in 
France, the Netherlands, Russia and Canada. 


Fiona Lee, '12, of Delta Gamma sorority, is organizing Lehigh's LipDub and will 
be the director. Zach Carter, ‘Il, president of Lehigh Unregistered, will be filming. 


‘Lehigh has a lack of school spirit and campus community, and it's something that 
many people have tried to work on,’ Lee said. "| thought if there was just one 
event that coordinated the entire student body, it could get different students, 
Greeks and non-Greeks, involved.” 


Carter and Lee have created a Facebook group called Lehigh LipDub, where 
more than OOO students have joined and expressed anticipation for the event. 
Students showed excitement through posts on the group page, and some even 
suggested choosing some inspirational songs and doing it in honor of Haiti. 


According to Lee, Matt Kitchie, director of Student Activities, and Sharon Basso, 
associate vice provost and dean of students, will be involved but other faculty 
members are calling themselves camera shy. Lee plans to get on-campus 
organizations such as the Hip Hop club involved as well. 


LipDub will film students walking from the Drown Hall patio to Coppee Hall and 
then into Linderman library, where the rotunda will be reserved solely for filming.

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Yearbook Theory: Part I! (Impermanence) 


Among the many traditions Lehigh students adopt is studying the history of 
Bethlehem Steel, and the former local industry has edged its way even into the 
curriculum. All engineers taking MATO33 are required to know the phase diagram 
for steel — a holdover from Lehigh's more industrious days. Professor John K. Smith 
of the history department offers a History of Bethlehem course that has become a 
staple for undergraduates trying to fulfill their breadth and depth humanities and 
social sciences requirements. Bethlehem’s vibrancy, decadence, ascendance and 
other relative social standings have been charted in Epitomes past, both as a 
feature and through tangible evidence like advertisements. The 1960 and ‘6] 
Epitomes proudly trumpeted the construction and opening of the Bethlehem Steel 
Homer Research Laboratories — the complex we know now as Mountaintop 
Campus. Only one year ago — 2009 — were the last markers on Lehigh's brown 
road signs removed; the labs clung on with a few remaining buildings still in limbo 
with Steel's bankruptcy and multiple acquisitions by other firms like IGS and 
ArcelorMittal. 





Most students don't know the history of their buildings, or they cobble together 
some misguided narrative fed on the tidbits of misinformation fed to them by ASA 
tour leaders (‘The freshman quad is called a quad because Price Hall used to be 
located where this road stands now..." Lore and legends are exchanged in 
late-night intoxicated banter and become “fact” through propagation. As | drive 
down 3rd Street, where the Sands casino has molested and sanitized American 
industrial history into a pastiche of faux ironwork, | pass the last of the Steel's 
hand-painted signs marking the parking lots that peppered east 3rd by the historic 
headquarters [now an extension of the local community college). These signs, along 
with literally thousands of other artifacts, were tossed aside when the Sands 
decided to give its new casino the industrial motif. 


This is not a case for preservation. Times change — Lehigh’s campus evolved in the 
1950's into a driver's paradise, with parking lots and asphalt paving sprawling 
around South Mountain up to the doors of many academic buildings. Today's 
green-savvy students would cringe at the sheer magnitude of parking space that 
has been today transformed into paved walkways, fountain plazas or residence 
halls {in the case of Campus Square). Despite the fact that a student driving down 
from the Hill must circle the entire campus to get to Coppee Hall {the Epitome's 
present home] thanks to closed roads, new one-way routing and lost routes, the 
campus is slowly devolving into one that founder Asa Packer might be more familiar 
with — a pedestrian space, ornately landscaped to encourage impromptu 
encounters and leisurely strolls along the tree-lined strand. 


Impermanence often creeps into the psyche of the seniors at Lehigh during their 
second land often, if they passed all of their courses, last) semester. The Brown & 
White becomes a breeding ground for a type of stock reflection nostalgia that only 
the Development Office could love. Students mourn their “lost youth” and the 
Bethlehem that they saw as freshmen. The class of 2010 has seen: Linderman's 
renovation, Lamberton open our freshman year as a dining hall, Library Drive close 
and become a walkway, STEPs dominate the lawn of Maginnes, a parking garage 
spring up next to the Alumni Memorial Hall in 06, and Mountaintop lose its giant 
fountain and received the Ben Franklin “TechVentures” center. Other less tangible 
changes set in: our trays were taken away in Cort and Rathbone, we are the last 
class to enjoy in-dorm printing, the housing lottery went digital and is now online, 
“special interest” housing like the Tech House and Substance Free re-badged a 
fraternity house and Brodhead, to name a few. 


This is not new. When Brodhead House opened, students lamented the loss of the 
seedy “College” Theater. The parking lot next to Mohler used to be the printing 
center for the Bethlehem Globe, and its radio station (WGPA] became one of the 
administration buildings on Brodhead Ave. Mohler used to be a Jewish community 
center, complete with basketball courts and an indoor swimming pool hence, why 
the elevator is in a giant ten commandments and the Star of David adorns the 
computer room windows). The Fraternity Management Association used to be 
another fraternity house — along with most of Delaware Avenue's manses (now 
mostly medical suites, And don't get me started on how nice the Fraternity houses 
were before the mid ‘60s, 


Yet we do mourn. There is a sense of security in what we know — it's why 
Freshman year was so scary. We like to think that when we return, Lehigh’s the 
same — faculty and staff don't retire, buildings don't get built or torn down and 
traditions stay the same. Northeast Pennsylvania is, in itself, a sort of graveyard for 
the American branding landscape. Franchises come here to die; it's the Florida of 
the great American business. Students who come from Philadelphia, New York or 
ony other urban landscape are used to change — it desensitizes us. We lost things 
like church picnics and locally owned drug stores back in the late 1980s and 1990s. 


We haven't seen a McDonalds that says how many billion served in more than a 
decade. We didn't know that Howard Johnson's was also a restaurant chain... 
until we came to Bethlehem, 


Lite caught up with us here in the valley. Places like the Promenade and the Lehigh 
Valley Mall's new outdoor shopping plaza give us a taste of home. The Sands 
caught up with us. Life went on; in four years, pets and grandparents died, leases 
expired, some of us experienced bankruptcy during the 2009 market crash or had 
our houses foreclosed on. We experienced, for better or worse, a radical shift in 
the government's administration as well as Lehigh's, both breaking gender and race 
ceilings. Even the yearbook — long a digital production, changed our software from 
Adobe to a proprietary package. Yet we mourn, as if preservation and retention 
grounds us or stops us from aging. 


It is simply impossible to capture every iconic or noteworthy event in the pages of 
this text. Today's digitally-centered society hordes data through social networking 
media like Facebook and Twitter. Past editors were faced only with the few 
events that Lehigh could afford; today, our school spends in excess of half a million 
dollars in student programming and administration alone. It is frustrating that a 
document that should save, should stand as a jetty against the tides of 
impermanence, is restricted by the very thing it seeks to preserve: a rapidly evolving 
past.

They 
have also been working with the local 
Broughal Middle School to educate the 
students about water purification and 
the town of Pueblo Nuevo. Every year 
the club does a program with the 
school that allows students to build their 
own water filtration devices with sand.

Student Life... the Allentown Band, under the direction of conductor Ronald H. 
Demkee, delivered their 29th consecutive performance at Lehigh's 
commencement ceremony.

Volume 134 of the Epitome yearbook was produced at Lehigh University, 33 Coppee Drive, Bethlehem, PA 18015. It was printed by Taylor Publishing of Dallas, 
Texas: 1550 W. Mockingbird Lane, Dallas, TX 75235. Mr. Ed Patrick served as the local sales representative; Mr. Stewart Moore served as the account 
executive. The 2010 Epitome sold for $80.00. Pennsylvania residents were charged an additional 6% for sales tax. The book consists of 256 pages, and the 
total press run was 1,100 books. 


Content: Content for the 2010 Epitome was provided by the collective efforts of a staff of more than 45 individuals. The sections were edited as follows: 
Academics: Meagan McDonald ‘Il and Lydia Gourley '12; Features: Julie Laskin '12; Athletics: Julie Ellis 10; Clubs & Organizations: Haydee (Kristina) Lopez ‘12; 
Greek Life: Autumn Gould ‘lO. Each editor was responsible for a team of one to five students who were tasked with responsibility for content and direction. The 
Parent Advertisements section was configured by Trevor J. Drummond ‘lO, and laid out / assembled in its entirety by Madison Bluhm ‘10. 


Proofing & Editing: Responsibility for initial proofing falls on a respective section's editor. Following this, Edit Board members proofed pages, in addition to Natasha 
Burns '08 and Robert "Bob" Antes ‘lO, as well as Linda Lipko, our advisor. 


Photography: Photography for the 2010 Epitome was entirely digital, with work provided collectively by Nick Anshant ‘II, Caleb Radens '13, Gina Mason 12, Dan 
Cobar "12, with the exception of one of the Earth Day photos, provided by Meagan McDonald ‘12, Broughal School demolition photos by Trevor J. Drummond ‘lO, 
most Athletic photos by Davor la division of Herff-Jones], as well as photos for the Freshman Move-ln / Family Weekend spread provided by Davor. President 
Gast's photo was provided by her office, with liason via Lori Wnek, who assisted in procurement of President Gast's letter, signature and photo. Photos of special 
note include the Epitome group photo and commencement coverage by Gina Mason 12, the full-page Sands Casino photo by Nick Anshant ‘Il, and the Bethlehem 
Steel infiltration photos by Caleb Radens 113.

Endsheets: The endsheets use 80 Ib Cafe-colored stock with a clear varnish application. The endsheets were designed by Trevor J. Drummond ‘lO with an 
assortment of tesselated logos taken from vintage Epitome yearbooks, including the 1917, 1932, 1961 and other Epitomes. Post processing was assisted by Stephen 
Williams, a freelance contractor for Taylor Publishing. 


Typography: The fonts utilized in this text are as follows: all body text is Maximo, a Taylor font, at 1O-point with 8- or 9-point leading and no additional character 
spacing. Alll special copy is Rinna, a Taylor font, at 10-II- or 12- point with 9-,10- or II- point leading. All title text is Cosmos-X-Con, a Taylor font, with -I/-2 
character spacing at 25- to 50-point sizes (various) throughout the text. Alll pages excluding endsheets are IOO Ib Dull Enamel paper stock. The Epitome was 
printed with Komori Super Perfector presses. 


Software: The 2010 Epitome was assembled and (in part) designed with StudioWorks, Taylor Publishing's proprietary online service. Some elements were created 


in Adobe Illustrator CS4 by Trevor J. Drummond ‘lO. Both Adobe Photoshop CS2 and CS4 were used to process photographs for the 2010 Epitome. 


Dedication: This book is informally dedicated to Goodloe Suttler, the Editor-in-Chief of the 1974 Epitome. Mr. Suttler received his BSEE. at Lehigh in 1974, his 
MBA. at the Tuck School of Dartmouth in 1976, and joined Analog Devices corporation, where he worked until his retirement in 2000, at which point he had 
achieved the position of Corporate Vice President for Strategic Planning and Quality. Mr. Suttler returned to photography after considerable hiatus in 2000, and 
most recently exhibited a gallery of photos taken of the ruins of Louisiana after the wrath of Hurricane Katrina, displayed at the Elizabeth A. Beland Gallery at the 


Essex Art Center in Lawrence, MA in 2008. 


Having leafed through every Epitome from the late 19th century to the present, none struck me more than the 1974 text. Despite its simplicity of presentation [part 
of what drives its elegence], the 1974 Epitome is likely the finest example of collegiate photography ever produced at Lehigh. Its vision, its coherence and its art 
from minimal presentation drives the book against the ever-current trend of heavy color use, extensive digital remastering and other modification techniques. In 
today's world of Photoshop, Autotune and other artificial modifiers, | hope that this book stands as a testament to the lasting elegance of simplicity. Prior to 
researching Mr. Suttler's past, | had assumed that he had gone off and spent his life shooting copy for the Associated Press or some similar fate; | had no idea that 
he, like myself, graduated Lehigh as an electrical engineer. While | can only hope to be as successful in my future endeavors as Mr. Suttler seems fo have been, | 
am struck by the similarity of circumstance with regard to our collegiate tenure. Mr. Suttler dedicated the 1974 Epitome to Jack Hiller, a high school history 
teacher in Fairfax County, VA, and | dedicate the 2010 Epitome to him.

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Yearbook Theory: Part III (Closure) 


For many students, senior week represents their best sense of closure. One student 
remarked to me that it was an opportunity to realize his own maturity and growth 
in crisis mitigation. For others, baccalaureate may provide the best last word — 
ending on a high note after being shrouded with various and sundry tokens of 
recognition, regardless of the magnitude of what was accomplished. Some just 
want their degree — in their hand, foot on the gas, and leave this place, swearing 
they'll never give “a dime” of their money out of disappointment or dissatisfaction 
likely related to something external to their education. 


Closure, for lack of a better term, sucks. As an editor, | know that at some point or 
another, | have to turn in the work — it must be published. And yet | always 
wonder... would one more day, one more revision, just one more round of edits 
make it any better? Will anyone notice if there are inconsistent spaces between 
pictures from section to section? Can anyone tell that one page was written four 
months before another? Is it obvious that there were no photos for family 
weekend, and we had to cop some from the freshman move-in feature? 


It's hard to be finished. 


Most editors end their books with a spic-and-span paragraph thanking those that 
aided them, editorializing where needed with rah-rah laurels for the university. 
They feel that it is...expected of them. Frankly, it is impossible for me to thank 
everyone who impacted this book, because [external to much of the content my 
staff provided) the process of editing and the subjectivity that | lent to it hinges on a 
collective experience lived out in my time at Lehigh, and it can't be characterized in 
100 words or less. I'll do the best that | can. 


The art, the style, the flair — all of these things were borne out of many two-hour 
bull sessions with Madison and Christine, who provided invaluable moral support 
and hard labor, without which much of this book would not be possible. In addition 
to their tangible contributions, my edit board never sugar-coated their opinions and 
gave it to me straight ("That's not a tree. That's a kidney bean. Make a new 
one”). While | don't particularly find myself to be excessively erudite, it is worth 
noting that Madison and Christine “grounded” me whenever a necessary situation 
arose. 


Linda Lipko, our advisor, business manager and parochial den mother deserves a 
paragraph dedicated exclusively to her accolades. When Linda approached me 
and asked for my vision for the yearbook, | gave her my unvarnished opinion of the 
operation.
